Thousands died in the flight, 
j Barely fed, poorly clothed, masses 
were carried away by contagious 
discases and 
the 
rest 
remained 
helpless, gathered in barracks and 
other public 
places, 
vaguely and 
blindly waiting for 
food 
and for 
occupation. 
The 
Russian 
government 
has 
finally distributed 
these refugees 
among different parts 
of the em­ 
pire, yet the problem, Mr. Whitte­ 
more said, was far 
from settled. 
The great need was for some form 
of organization which will provide 
them with labor and the means of 
living, and 
whip* 
that economic 
question 
is * being 
worked 
out, 
food, clothing 
and 
medicine are 
necessary. Ile had come to Japan, 
he said, because the lack of ship­ 
ping space from the United States 
made it practically impossible to 
get tile 
necessary 
supplies from 
that country. 
“I, myself,” 
said 
Mr. 
Whitte­ 
more, “have seen a thousand peo­ 
ple dying from typhus. The relig­ 
ious fervor of the Russian people 
is wonderful 
to 
behold. 
Death 
does not appear to them as terri­ 
ble or undesirable. All these won­ 
derful 
sacrifices 
of 
the 
people, 
both military an I civil, are offered 
to holy Russia. T have' seen aged 
men and women passing away on 
their miserable 
beds 
and I have 
seen their friends gathered shout 
the death couch with joy on their 
fares and happy 
words 
on their 
lips.. 
‘So 
you are going to die?’ 
they would exclaim. ‘How happy 
you must he. 
Now' 
you 
will be 
aire to pray for us when you pass 
away and we will he very happy.’ 
“All that was to make tho death 
of the beloved 
ones 
happy and 
joyous, yet when death ramo the 
rejoicing was 
changed 
to lamen­ 
tation. 
It 
is simply marvelous— 
this comprehension 
of 
death in 
Russia today. I have seen simple 
peasant soldiers 
going 
forth 
to 
battle. Friends 
would 
ask 
them 
where they were 
going 
and they 
invariably answered, ‘Why, we are 
going out to die,’ and their people 
would exclaim. ‘Yes, they are go­ 
ing out to die.’ 
“There are 
irons 
and 
crosses 
everywhere among these people of 
faith. 
They 
are borne constantly 
with them as 
the 
ever 
present 
symbol of this death that is before 
them and the happiness that is to 
come.” 
Local committees are aiding Mr. 
Whittemore 
to 
secure 
supplies 
here needed for the relief of the 
refugees.

Honolulu, 
Feb. 
15.—Intense ac-, 
tivity, greater than known hereto­ 
fore to any Hawaiians now living,! 
is manifest in Kilauea volcano, ac­ 
cording to reports received here. 
Kilauea is the largest active cra­ 
ter in the world, eight miles in 
circumference, and is situated in 
the 
southeasterly 
part 
of 
the 
island of Hawaii, the largest island 
of the group. 
The volcano, enclosed by a cir­ 
cular wall from 200 to TOO feet in 
height, is a black plain of some 
four square miles in area, within 
which is the pit of Halemaumau, 
about 
2,000 
feet in diameter, re­ 
cently empty to a depth of a thou-1 
said feet, but now' nearly level to 
its mouth with boiling lava. A few 
months ago the life of the volcano 
could hardly be discerned, but to­ 
day the pit is a roaring, boiling, 
swirling lake of fire of many acres 
in extent, and at night the glow 
from the red hot lava can be seen 
all over the island and far out a* 
sea. 
The fiery lake is filled with 
spouting fountains that shoot the 
liquid rock hundreds of feet into 
the air. 
The rim of the pit is con­ 
stantly crumbling, eaten away at 
its base by the surging tide of fire, 
and 
Tumbling 
with 
deafeping 
crashes into the molten mass. 
Reports from Hilo 
record 
the 
perilous feat of Prof. T. A. Jaggar, 
Jr., director of the Volcano observ­ 
atory, in venturing out on the hot, 
barely solidified edge of the lava 
for more than IOO yards to plunge 
ins instruments into the lake of 
fire for the purpose of ascertaining 
its temperature. 
He was success­ 
ful and he and his assistants es­ 
caped in safety only a short Cum 
before the spot on which they had 
stood was engulfed and became it­ 
self a part of the boiling flood. 
The temperature of the lake is 
more than 2,OOO 
degrees 
Fahren­ 
heit, according to the results ob­ 
tained by Prof. Jaggar. 
The tem 
perature was found 
by 
thrusting 
into 
the 
molten lava lengths of 
jupe screwed together, into the end 
of which had been fitten six Seegar 
cones, conical plugs of fusible clay 
designed to melt at varying temper­ 
atures. 
To reach the living lava, IVof. 
Jaggar and his assistants had to 
scramble down sixty feet over the 
rim of the pit, holding on to the 
knife-edged crags that 
had 
been 
thrown up by the volcano’s activ­ 
ity. 
One of the party 
fell 
when 
near the bottom, but fortunately re­ 
gained his feet in time to prevent 
rolling into a fissure 
where 
he 
would have been consumed in an 
instant. 
Prof. Jaggar, who is connected 
with the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has spent five years 
at Kilauea, observing the phenom­ 
ena of the volcano 
for 
scientific 
purposes. 
He takes daily, almost 
hourly observations, makes chem­ 
ical analyses of the lava, the bases 
arising from the pit and is endeav­ 
oring to deduce from his studier 
general rules from which to pre 
dict volcanic activity and its influ 
onces. 
The city of Honolulu, the capital 
of the group, on the island of Oahu 
is about 180 miles distant from Kil­ 
auea volcano, but there is a pop 
ulation of nearly 50,000 persons on 
the inland of Haw'aii, where the 
volcano 
is 
situated. 
Kileauea is 
only one of live volcanic mountains 
on the island, and though not as 
high as Mauna Loa (Great Mona 
-ain) on the south, which rises to 
a height of 13,675 feet, making it 
the highest volcano in the world, 
it is far more active than the high­ 
er mountain. 
According to an ac­ 
count of the natives, a violent erup­ 
tion ot Kilauea occurred in 1789, 
and lesser eruptions as recently as 
1907, 
but 
confined to the pit of 
llaiemaumau.
